ORTHOGRAPHY 


Prior to the invention of the art of printing, little attention was paid to 
the Orthography of English or Saxon words In fact, the first writeis, 
having no guide but the ear, followed each his own judgment, 01 his fancy 
at the moment , and hence a large number of Saxon words wero wntten in 
two or more ways, by different, and even by the samo authors These 
irregularities were transferred to the first printed works, and manj of them 
remain to the present day The following obseiv itions on the subject are 
Dr Johnsons 

There have been many schemes offeiod for the emendation and settlement of our 
Orthography -which like that of other nations being formed by chance or according 
to the fancy of the earliest wi iters m rude ages was at first very various and imcei tarn 
and is yet sufficiently irregular Of these reformers some have endeavoured to 
accommodate orthography better to tho pi enunciation without considering that it is to 
measure by a shadow to tako that for a model or stmdaid which is changing while 
they apply it Others less absurdly indeed but with equal unlikelihood of success 
have ondoavoured to proportion the number of letters to that of sounds that even 
sound may have its own charactci and every chara( ter a single sound Such would 
be the orthography of a new linguagc to be foimcd by a synod of grammarians upon 
principles of scicnco But who c in hope to pie\ail on nations to change then practice 
and make all their old bool s useless? Oi whit advantage would a new orthography 
piocure equivalent to the confusion and perplevity of such an alteration? 

He then, after mentioning and giving a short description of the several 
schemes proposed by Sir T homas Smith, Secretary of State to Queen Eli/a 
betli Dr Gill, the celebrated Master of St Pauls School, London, Charles 
Butler, and Bishop Wilkins, in none of which he expresses his concunence 
—'Concludes in these words 

We have since had no general reformers but some ingenious men have endeavoured 
to deserve well of tlieir countiy by writing honor and labor for honour and labour 
red for read m the jirctci tense sais for says repete for repeat explane foi explain or 
declame for declaim Of thebe it may be said th it as they have done no good they 
have done little harm both because they have innovated little and because few have 
followed them 

It is much to be regretted, that Dr Johnson, who possessed — and who 
deservedly possessed — an almost absolute authority m such matters did 
not attempt to settle the orthography even of those words that are spelled 
m two or more different ways On the contrary, he has confirmed many 
of these irregularities by his own example * Foi instance, notwithstanding 
what he has said against writing “ honor for honour, and laboi for labour / 
he has, in his own Dictionary, written several words of this class without 
the u, as —

And m several of the words which retain the u, the tendency to omit it

We venture to recommend the ommission of u in all these words, and for the 
following reasons — it is useless to the orthography, opposed to etymology,

DERIVATION. 


Derivation is that part of Etymology which treats of the origin and 
primary signification of words 

W ords are either Primitive or Derivative 

A primitive word cannot be reduced or traced to any simpler word m 
the language , as man, good Primitive words, from which derivatives are 
formed, are called roots 

A derivative word can be reduced or traced to another m the language 
of greatei simplicity, as manly, goodness 
Derivative words are formed from their primitives — 1 By the addition 
of letters or syllables 2 By the omission of letters, or contraction 3 By 
the interchange of equivalent or kindred letters 

All words having prefixes or affixes, or both, are examples of the first 
process All words which undergo what giammarians call aphaer$sis, 
syncope, or apocope, are examples of the second piocess of derivation For 
examples of the third process, see the words under the head of “ English 
Etymologies ’ (page 50) 

The meaning of a word is either pi unary or secondary The primary 
meaning of a word is that m which it was fist or oiigmilly applied 

A word can have but one primary , but it may have several secondary 
meanings. Though m se\ tral instances the primary meaning of a word 
has been lost, or is no longer m use, yet m geneial it will be found to per 
vade all its secondary or figuiative applications 

Many words considered as primitives or roots m English, are derivatives 
from the Latin Greek, and other languages To the Latin language, in 
particular, the English is indebted for a laige portion of its vocabulary In 
pi oof of this the reader is referred to the Dictionary of Derivations 

A frffix is a significant particle generally an inseparable preposition,

to Pluto his helmet and to Mercury Ins

Pluto the god of tho infernal regions 
Seo Jupiter The principal event In the 
life of Pluto was his rape or abduction 
of Proserpine for the purpose of mak 
ing her his queen All the goddesses 
had pi eviously refused to marry him 
on account of tho gloominess of his 
realms Having seen Proserpine ga- 
thering flowers In tlio plains of Lima 
in Sicily ho became enamoured of her 
laid carried her off in a chariot drawn 
by four horses, opomng himself a pas 
sage through the earth by striking it 
with his trident. Cores immediately 
complained to Jupiter who promised 
to restore her daugh tei to her provided 
that she had tasted nothing in the in 
denial regions. But as it appeared upon 
inquiry that she had tasted a pome- 
ftsanate, it was determined that she 


should reside six months with Pluto 
and six months in heaven alternately 
Pluto is represented seated on a throne 
surrounded with gloomy darkness In 
his hand is a twopiongod fork or i 
key emblematical of the impossibility 
of returning fiom his dominions and 
his head is wreathed with the flowers 
of the narcissus or with funereal c> 
press Near him are the Three buries 
and tlio Three bates Sometimes he is 
represented m a black chariot drawn 
by black hoises with a helmet on his 
head which had tho power of rendering 
him invisible Pluto was particularly 
worshipped at Coronea m Boeofcia and 
at Pylos m Messenia His victims were 
generally of a black cilour as black 
sheep Their blood w os not received in 
vessels but peimittod to run down into 
a hole made for tho purpose as if to 
penotr ite lus realms 
Plu tus * the god of wealth 
lollux See Castor They accompanied 
Jason in the Argonautic expedition in

cator Thus by him were made the 
shield and armour of Achilles and

J\ the pronunciation of foreign oroonArni cat names there is great diversity and 
often great difficulty In fact with regard to many of them there is a threefold
